The first week of the Helber-Rocbe 
trial is at an end, court having closed 
at noon until Monday morning. The 
plaintiff is still hard at it and George 
W. Helter was on the stand when the 
day's proceedings ended. lie had been 
subjected to a fire of questions 
in cross examination, and had spent 
the greater part of the time in denial. 
The sensations of the morning were 
the order of Judge Eason for the 
plaintiff to produce Mrs. Heller's con- 
fession, the statement of Helter tbat 
he had intercepted a letter from 
Roche to bis wife and she bad taken 
it, and his declaration that be bad 
eaten dinner at a picnic in Dresden 
with Bessie Kistter two years HKO. He 
sa:d he visited Roche's bouse with the 
intention of ''thumping" him 


THOSE LETTERS 


Helter Related His Experience With Uisi;«ed 


CsmBiakatiois. 


In direct examination Friday after 


noon Helter said: 


"When I called en Roche be said 
nothing of his future care of u»y 
Dusiness. I returned June 29." 
"1 bad heard no intimation of ibe 
conduct between Mrs. Helter and 
Roc-be. I beard it about the middle 
of July. When I came back iu J une I 
stayed three days and staved at our 
home. 1 saw-Roche in front of Bren- 
del's shoe store. He said he heard I 
was going u> take my wife west. 
I 


said yes. He said he would give her 
the otlice work and it would be cheap- 
er for her to stay here. 1 said the 
work was no compensation for the 
loss of her company, and I would take 
her with me. He asked me to think 
it over, and I said I would. When I 
left she was on Chestnut street." 
Judge Hunter sketched a plat of 
the Cherry street residence and its 
surroundings and it was explained to 
Helter by Mr. Merrell. Then Judge 
Hunter had Helter tell what he knew 
of it from memory. He also describ- 
ed the house, the porch, doors, win- 
dows and cellar door, !-the kind we 
used to slide on," Judge Hunter sug- 
gested. Helter located the corn, coal- 
bouse, and explained the absence of 
fences. Hesa'id the entrance from 
the cellar was into the diniogroom. 


••When I left here July 31 went to 
Indianapolis. About July 151 receiv- 
ed an anonymous letter at Blooming- 
ton abo ut my wife. It was postmark- 
id at Uosbocton. I destroyed the let- 
ter. I received another in August It 
was postmarked Coshocton and sent 
to Galion, and I got it at Hannibal. 
Mo. Xo names were signed to them- 
I received a teiegram one night about 
II o'clock at Hannibal. I can give 
the substance of the first letter, and 
can quote the second verbatum. The 
first letter gave me the information 
that Judge Roche and my wife were 
not conducting themselves right. The 
second letter spoke of criminal rela- 
tion. The telegram said Judge Roche 
and my wife were together at that 
hour.'' 


Captain James objected, and the 
answer was stricken out. 
"I wrote to my wife and told her 
what I bad received." said the wit- 
ness, and Captain James objected, and 
the answer was stricken out. 
"When I got the second letter I 
wrote to my wife and told her of it. I 
became ill at Hannibal the second 
week in August, a week after I pot 
the letter. When I got the telegram 
I cried about it- I was too sick to 
write. After I wrote the first letter 
I got one from my wife. 
I destroyed 
it." A long argument as to whether 
the contents of the letter could be ad- 
mitted followed. The big law books 
were brought out, the attorneys meas- 
ured strength while the croud sizzled 
in the awful temperature of the blis- 
tering afternoon.

I saw him at bis 
office, I went to the door. 
He was 
writine fora woman. He saw me and 
said. 'Let's go out en the steps.' I 
said he had betrayed the confidence I 
reposed in him and showed him the, 
letters and one that had been sent to 
my address here, I doo't like to use 
bis language. He said these letters 
were written by that

thing to ruin him. He read the let- 
ters. The first letter said my wife 
and Roche were not conducting them- 
selves right or they were lied on.'' He 
then cave the contents of the next 
letter and telegram.

I then came to Indianapolis 
and my wife met me there. We went 
to Bloomingtou then and I furnished 
two rooms and bought her a piano. I 
received -a letter from Mr. Roche 
March 13.1901. Shortly after we went 
"to Blnomimrton. • 
At this point Mr. Merrell bad Mr. 
Helter sign two papers one of wbich 
was handed to Judge R<>cbe and he 
gave it to his attorneys. 
Continuing Helter said: "I received 
another communication 
from Mr. 
Roche. It was not addressed to me. 
It was addressed to Mrs. Heller. 
I 


could not find it when I came east.He 
never wrote me about the school ex- 
aminer businers." 
"Look at thai."' said Judge Hunter. 
"Do you know the handwriting of Mr. 
Rocbe?" 
•'Yes sir. that is his letrer." 
Judge Hunter started to read it and 
Captain James objected and Judge 
Eason asked to see the letter. It was 
read by order of Judge Eason. 
It contained information about a 
business matter between .Mr. Ilelter 
and Mr. Roche. It also mentioned 
another letter that Rocbe had writ- 
ten to Helter and bad been returned. 
Continuing the story: -'Mrs. Helter 


stayed with me about a month and 
returned because her mother was 
worse. I came back to CosbocUin and 
met Mrs. Heller. We bad a conver- 
sation. Mrs. Helter went to look af- 
ter some business an3 I went to din- 
ner. I talked to Mr. Roche in the af- 
ternoon. I told him I received a lit- 
ter from him and one from my wife. 
I told him be need not make his ap- 
pointment of county examiner. He 
said he wanted to keep men on the 
board with whom he would have in- 
fluence so he couid help people in the 
examination whose parents bad help- 
ed him in the campaign. 
"This was the first Saturday in 
April. Mrs. Helter and I went to 
her folks at Port Washington tdat 
evening and came back about Tues- 
day or Wednesday. I then went to 
Otsego to do legal work for my em- 
ployers. I returned to Coshocton and 
talked to Mr. Lemley. I then went 
to see the doctor who attended my 
wife when she was siek. I received 
no information from him and then I 
talked to my wife. 


•'We then went to see Roche. I 
went to his office. He was alone. 
I 
told Mr. Roche here is the wife whom 
he bad seduced and had been denying 
it all summer. He put his head on 
his arm ahd pretended to cry but be 
did not cry. He said there must be 
some mistake. I said there was none 
and Mrs. Helter said. -What I have 
told you is the truth." 
Thai was a!! 
that was said there <hi that subject. 
Mr. Roche invited us hack at another 
time and said he would talk to us 
about it. I told him 1 would never 
enter his office again. 
I became 
satisfied Mr. Roche and Mrs. Heiter 
bad sustained criminal relation on the 
Saturday before Mrs. Helter made the 
written confession." 
Captain Jom*s wanted the written 
confession produced and Ju^ge Eason 
said he thought an order ought to be 
asked for requesting its production. 
Judge Ilunter said they would offer it 
as evidence. Captain James said he 
would not admit it was evidence. 
Judge Eason said the matter would 
be decided in the morning. Captain 
James obectedj to this, and Judge 
Eason asked Mr. James if he thought 
the court could order it produced up- 
on his request. 
He replied tbat

written document 
bad not then been signed 
1 never 
talked 
with Judge Roche since. 
There was nothing said about set- 
tling. There was nothing s*id about 
$5,000 or *500 or about going west.

Captain James here read the motion 
asking for an order for the produc- 
tion of the written confession. Judge 
Hunter said they wanted to be heard 
on the motion. 
"The application will be heard in 
the morning,"' said Judge Kason. 
Cross examination was conducted 
by Cap- inJatnes. Mr. Heller said 
"I am ." years old. I was admitted 
to the bur in Chicago last February. 1 
have no' been admitted^m Ohio. I 
was not very well acquainted with 
chattel mortgages and- promissory 
notes when I left Coshocton. 
I did 
not have much use for'a lawyer after 
I left Coshocton, but my wife did. It 
was no material difference to me how 
Mrs. Heller collected notes so she 
goi the money for them. I had about- 
half a dozen chattel mortgages and 60 
or 70 notes when I left. I did not 
save ihe letters because I thought 
Mr. Roche and Mrs. Helter had been 
wronged and I did not think it was 
necessatrj to preserve them. I heard 
my witfe testify that all of her let- 
ters were" destroyed. 
All of mine 


have been destroyed. I did not know 
the letters 
were 
not true. 
I 
had confidence in 
Mr. Rocbe and 
so destroyed the anonymous letters. I 
said on direct examination that I did 
not make up my mind that they were 
guilty until she made the written con- 
fession. I received three anonymous 
letters and the telegram and came 
and confronted Roche and Mrs. Hel- 
ter with them. I was not fully satis- 
tied but was willing to give them the 
benefit of the doubt. Mis Helter had 
a secret talk with Judge Roche at 
Harris" tailor shop. I believe I did 
state to the jury that it was a secret 
conversation. It did not arouse my 
suspicions, I saw them and they saw 
me. I called it secret because I did 
not-hear it. 
1 did not intend thai 
statement- to influence the jury and 
make them think Judge Roche was 
following up the advantage I bad 
heard he had gained over Mrs. Hel- 
ter." 
Tlie usual caution was given to the 
jury and court adjourned until Satur- 
day morning.

Judge Eason opened court by hear- 
ing what Mr. Merreli had to say 
against, the motion of the defense to 
introduce -Mrs. Heller's confession. 
Judge Eason held it was proper to 
have the document produced, and 
Judgd Hunter passed up a copy of the 
confession to the court. Captain James 
aud Mr. Adams demanded the original 
and it came out of Attorney Wheeler's 
pocket. It went immediately into 
the hands of Attorney Adams who 
with Judge Roche r-ad it carefully. 
J udge Eason a!>o decided the ques- 
tion of admitting: the letters that 
passed between Helter and bis wife, 
saying they were admissible. 
Captain Jaines continued the cross 
examination of Helter who used a 
palm leaf fan with a languor that be- 
spoke extreme beat. 
"I worried much about this matter. 
I was not indifferent about, iu I talk- 
ed to people around the town about, it. 
I don't think I was telling tbis story 
to everyone who would listen. 
I did 
not state tbat 
I 'wouldn't have 
cared so much about it if Roche 
hadn't 
treated 
me 
so 
badly. 
I talked 
with Mr. Maston. of 


THK AGE.about it but I don't remem- 
ber tbat I said 1 aid not know what I 
would do about it. 1 didn't say 'J 
wouldn't have cared if he hadn't 
treated me so d— mean about it.' 
'•I know W. H. McCabe. of the 


£>f«;j'7«*rt?. 
I never talked to him 
since this happened. I talked to Cot- 
torn and not to McCabe." 
"1 don't think I was at Robinson's 
show. 
We came down on the morn- 


inc' train to attend the show but the 
unpleasantness of the weather pre- 
vented us from going. I didn't know 
there was anything wrong then. 1 
don't know that it was Robinson's 
show. It was some show. We came. 
I think, from my borne. It was after 
I received the anonymous letters and 
after Mr. Roche and my wife had con- 
vinced me there was nothing wrong. 
Doctor Frew told me b:s oath of office 
would not permit him to tell me what 
was wrong with my wife. 
That and 
her verbal confession convinced me. I 
thought tberejwas a possibility of Mr. 
Rocbe being 5led upon. I gave them 
the benefit of the doubt. 


"The day we came to the circus we 
went to Barringer's bouse. We stay- 
ed there while we were in Coshocton. 
I don't know how long it was. I have 
no idea," 


••What's become of your memory?" 
'•I have it with me. 
I was often 


called out of town on easiness. We 
did not come down the Saturday be- 
fore the circus. 
Heiter could not remember dates, 


and a calendar was produced and ex- 
plained to bim by Captain James, the 
captain asking him if he did not 
come here May 5 and return to his 
borne May 11, but he was not certain. 
His memory also failed him 
as to 


the next week. He explained tbat he 


was out on business, but went back 
home the 18th. and returned Mondav, 
the 20th, the day he brought suit. 
'•1 went to Uhrichsville the evening 


of the 18th, and drove home with my 
sister. On the 18th my wife went with 
me to the attorneys'office-1 carried her 
grip to the depot and forever bid her 
goodbye. I don't know who was pres- 
ent at that time. It is not true I 
have been driving around with her. 
1 am here toateli the truth although 
tbatsocial leper did destroy my home. 
•'Didn't you offer a five dollar bill to 
a witness last night?*' 
"No sir. 
I hope God to strike me 
dead if 1 did." Heller's voice shook. 
'•I never lived with my wife after 
she made, her verbal confession. 1 
think it was three days before her 
written confession. I don't remem- 
ber when I was in Roche's office with 
my wife. The verbal confession was 
made at Barringer's. I don't remem- 
ber the day. We went to Roche's of- 
fice two hours afterward. I can't 
give you any idea as to the date. 
"Wasn't you at Roche's residence 
the Monday after she made the con- 
fession?" 
'•I was th^re but I don't remember 
the date." 
''What is the matter with your 
memory? Is there anything wrong 
with you?"' 
"No sir. I don't remember when I 
went to Schott's office with Roche, 
but I was there at night. It was not 
late. It was after I had been with 
mj wife to see Judge Roche at the 
courthouse. I don't know whether it 
was the llth. I have no idea when it 
was. I didn't find-Roche at bis resi- 
dence. I then went to the front of 
Ransom's dry goods store. He came 
by and motioned fo'r me to follow 
him. 
"i»was bunting him. I bad two 
means of redress in this matter. I 
went to his house to thump the life 
out of him. I went up town and was 
convinced the better war was to go in- 
to court and let the law settle it. In 
Schott's office be told me we were in- 
to the matter and if it was made pub- 
lic it would ruin him. 
"Isn't it a fact Roche drove you 
out of the office?'" 


"No. He couldn't drive anyone but 
a woman. I didn't know my wife 
went to his office and tried to settle 
for $500. She told me about it. I 
told her to shut her mouth and stay 
away from there. 
No I nevpjrsaid to 
Roche I would settle for $5,000.'' 
Then with tears and a sob he said 
twenty-five hundred thousand dollars 
wouldn't settle it. 
"I did talk with Pomerene & Pome 


rL-ne about settling tbis case, but $500 
was nut mentioned.'7 


Judge Hunter objected to this testi- 


mony 
and 
asked 
the witness if 
he was in tbat 
office 
consulting 


tnem as his attorney. 
He said 
yes. 
Judge Eason said the witness 


did 
not 
have to divulge wbat 
passed between him and the attor- 
neys in question if he was there con- 
sulting them as his attorneys. 
"I was at Otsego when my wife 
went to see Roche. I don't know 
whether she went to see bim while 
I was in Otsego. I had no knowledge 
that my wife went to Roche regard- 
ing settlement. 
•'I know wbat Roche told me about 
my 
wife 
being 
employed 
in 
his office. I toid htm we would con- 
sider it. 1 said I wouldn't be with- 
out her company for four or five times 
what she would make out of it. I 
took it under consideration because 
Ro'.-he so insisted. It was-some time 
in October, 1900. 
I don't know what 
I meant when I said I would consider 
it. I knew 1 wouldn't allow her to 
do it. I was not suspicious of Rocbe. 
Yes, this was after 1 received that 
telegram and those anonymous let- 
ters. '' 
Recess was announced at this hour 
and when Judge Eason rapped for or- 
der Helter continued: 


'•When I came back in November I 
received otber information concern- 
ing Roche and my wife 
but 
I 
didn't think anything was wrong. 
I took Roche's word. I had no sus- 
picion when he showed me everything 
was right. I bad no suspicion against 
my wife. We bad never had an un- 
pleasant word in our home until we 
went west. There my wife became 
very indignant when we discussed the 
stories about herself and Roche. I 
treated her as respectfully as ever,hnt 
once she said if I wanted to leave her 
I should do it now when she was 
young and she Knew what she could 
do. Her affection did not seem as 
strong for me as before. There was 
nothing else to mar my feelings. Sbe 
was not the same woman. Sbe was 
indifferent and her attentions seemed 
to be elsewhere. She didn't treat me 
as pleasantly and as lovingly as before. 
I could tell it by her actions. We 
furnished rooms at Bloomington and 
tled down to live there as our 
home. I felt an interest in it and as 
far as I know she did. 
Nothing was 


wrong then. 
Tbat was the latter 
part of February, 1901. I went out on 
business and sbe stayed there to look 
after the home. Her sister wrote her 
tbat her mother was ill and she came 
back. 


"One time when I returned before 
she expected me I got a letter from 
Rocbe for her. I went down to the 
house and asked hei if she had writ- 
ten to Roche, and she said no. 
I 
didn't give her the letter. I put it in 
my trunk, but I don't know where it 
is. I think she got it. My trunk was 
under lock and key. She didn't know 
I had the letter. 
I don't know sbe 


took the letter. I didn't destroy it. 
I did destroy the other letters because 
I didn't think it was necessary to 
keep them." 


"Why didn't vou show her that 
letter?" 
;-I have no reason to give." 
•'Mis. Helter

They were married in 1899 and have 
no children. Divorce and restoration 
to maiden name of Cunning are asked.

cate 185 tplles by means of their sys- 
tem. The greatest distance covered by 
a message sent by the Marconi system 
is 1S5 allies. N'o details of the two sys- 
tems perfected by the Lloyds have bten 
furnished the navy department by 
Commander Clover, and it Is unlikely 
that he will be supplied with informa- 
tion nntil after the proposed test. It is 
believed at the navy department that 
the principles established by Marconi 
are the basis for the new systems be- 
ing exploited.

In an interview In New York the 


other afternoon with a correspondent 
of the Detroit Journal Colonel Eli R. 
Button of Detroit, who was the travel- 
Ing companion of ex-Governor Filigree 
during his trip through South Africa 
%nd Europe, said: 


"Hazen S. Piagree went to South Af- 


rica largely for the purpose of putting 
Into practical effect three gigantic 
schemes for the benefit of the people of 
Michigan: 


"First.—The reeUuuatioa of the im- 


mense pine forests in Michigan by 
planting trees. He went to the Bava- 
riau Black forest to expand this idea 
and overworked so much that he has- 
tened his death. 


"Second.—The rotation of crops in 


Michigan. In pursuit of this scheme he 
went to Egrpt. where such a system is 
enforce*! by the government 


'Third.—The transportation of every 


patriot Boer and his family who desir- 
ed to come to the United States. He 
quizzed British oilieials on this subject, 
gained their approval of it and had an 
appointment to consult with Kruger 
about it which was only prevented by 
the governor's illness. 


"It was his idea to interest some 


Michigan capitalists in the plan and 
provide lands for the Boers among the 
railroad systems. 
He thought that 


these capitalists could secure very low 
transportation rates from the seaboard 
to the farms, and he proposed to let the 
British government in some ronnd- 
abotH way provide the ships for tae 
Boers' transportation from Africa to 
this country. A number of English of- 
ficers now in South Africa and some 
eminent public men in England took 
this phm seriously and thought well of 
it. provided it could be carried out 
without the British government's aid 
in the matter becoming known. 


"While studying the Black forest in 


the Interest of his reforestation ic : 
Governor Pingree even secured tL.- 
names of a. number of keepers wI.-» 
were willing to emigrate to Michigan 
and assume care of the forests he pro- 
posed to plant."

INDIAN CHILDREN'S WAGES. 


B<r>r Tier ***m.rm InHmmtry- at 


Go-rerinncMt School*. 


"How are .the Indian pupils hired out, 


»nd what is done with their wages?" 


The Indian pupils are seat out from the 


government school at Phenix to work ia 
good families as helpers. The girls and 
some of the boys are employed as house 
servants. The large boys are employed 
k various capacities on farms. 
The 


girls are employed through the chief ma- 
tron, the boys through the disciplinarian. 
—all under rules issued by the superin- 
tendent. There are constantly from 100 
to 200 girls enjoying outing benefits. 
The demand for boys is not so great. 
The wages the pupils receive vary froni 
$5 per month for small boys or girls to 
(25 per month for the large and more 
capable. 
The "outing"' system is con- 


trolled absolutely by the superintendent, 
who can call every pupil in at any time 
desired. What a bowl would go up from 
the residents of this valley if the supers 
iutendent should exercise this authority: 


The highest wages ever paid to any In- 


dian pupils are paid by the superintend- 
ent- He now has two boys working for 
him at $30 a month. Besides this ?3O in 
cash a month he pays for their board 
and lodging. 
He has at various times 


employed boys at from 50 cents a day op 
to $25 a month. He pays his laborers al- 
ways according to their worth, and if. a 
boy is employed Jit 50 cents a <!ay and 
earns SI a day he is paid $1 a day. The 
superintendent has always employed a 
housemaid, though he might have had all 
his housework done for nothing. He has 
paid as high as $15 a month for such 
eervice and boarded the girl besides, al- 
though he could with perfect propriety j 
have sent the girl to the school dining j 


er person. A chilJ is compelled to save 
at least one-half of his earnings. When 
his savings hare amounted to $5, interest 
Is paid at tie rate of 4 p^r cent- When a 
child cakes final !<-ave of the school, his 
money is paid ia full. These accounts are 
kept in prr-por ledgers in proper form and 
are ia~p<-c-ted at the same time and in the 
=ame cianncr as other school accounts. 
Oy the «=y<*rc-ru of cheeks—by pupils, ma- 
t-ons. disciplinarian, cash cierk. chief 
r-lfrk and superintendent, all of whom are 
ii:':j.ocied by government supervisors, spe- 
c:al agents and inspectors—mistakes and 
errors are pra-'tically impossible, acd de- 
re«-t!--«n is Ci-rtnin.

turers not interested directly in the 
strike think the strike is not affecting 
the United States Steel corporation as 
seriously as was expected by the 
Amalgamated Association. The feel- 
ing of the leading officials of the trust 
is that the strike will not last long 
after summer ends. If the officials of 
the United States Steel corporation 
seriously believed the strike was go- 
ing to last long they would undoubt- 
edly have made some organized move- 
ment for breaking the strike before 
now. and this they have not done 
When the season for outdoor sports 
and amusements Is over the steel cor 
poration officials think they can talk 
to the strikers with some reasonable 
show of success. There are some 
however, who believe the contest wil 
be the longest and most bitter ever 
seen in this country. 


It is stated that the National 


Tube Works company at McKeesport 
has made an unexpected move intend- 
ed to checkmate the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. Skilled workmen have been 
asked to sign individual contracts to 
practically repudiate any union labor, 
and they have been given but a short 
time to ttink the matter over. It is 
understood that should they not sign 
the contracts they will find their post 
tions vacant- it has just become 
knov.-a that wh^n the 600 welders of 
the mills were paid off they were 
taken into the office of the general su- 
perintendent, where they -were pre- 
sented 
individual contracts to be 


signed for at ieast a year. Some de- 
murred while others signed the con- 
tracts. The welders arc highly skilled 
workmen and- with ihHr co-operation 
the big plant mieht he closed down. 
With them in lint- the plant will prob- 
abiy keep on running as though noth- 
ing had happened. It was intimated 
by friends of the welders that tney 
would al! s:gn the coatract. 


A serious spread of the steel strike 


is threatened in an unexpected quar- 
ter. From the sh-s.">t. stee! hoop and 
tin iniil.- th-^ contf?t is expected to 
reach out into tin- furnaces in the Ma- 
honing and Sh-nanso valleys and 
cause a complr-te shutdown of those 
plants.

Berlin, July 2t.—Opinion freely ex- 


pressed in the commercial circles of 
Berlin relating to the mew German 
tariff just promulcated, i* that the 
schedules covering; American products 
are monstrous, involving great burden 
for Germany's industrial and commer- 
cial classes, together with a serious 
injury to foreign trade, tariff wars and 
hindrance to commercial treaties. 
Americans In business in Berlin re- 
tard the trouble as exceedingly bad 
for both Germany and the United 
States, pointing out that the sharp 
agitation during the last few years 
•gainst certain American products has 
borne fruit in the present bill. 


Besides the agricultural schedules, 


the Americans express keen disap- 
pointment at the heavy Increases in 
machinery. The present duties are in 
many cases more than doubled. In 
the case of saws they are quadrupled. 
American woods are also hard hit. 
'fhe measure shows a reclassllcatlon 
of articles and a much more minute 
division. Comparisons, therefore, are 
often difficult.

As the farmer's wife, without 
knowing it- "ripened" her cream for 
ihuniinu \rith bacterial assistance and 
thus secured the characteristic butter 
flavor, so in the separation of the fibers 
if h««rnp. flax and jure these micro- 
srcanisms have Ion? been employed 
«v!;!>oiit its being suspected that such 
was tbe fart. Klas. for example, is the 
'bast" filw of the nas plant, and In 
oruer to separate It for the manufac- 
ture of Hn«>n it is necessary to dissolve 
a .rummy, resinous snnstnnce wU:«-h 
binds the flexible fibers to those which 
are brittle and use-less. This is done by 
a process known as "retting." the stems 
beinc gathered in bundles and th*o set 
in rivers or ponds where the gusa. in- 
soir.ble in water alone, is attacked by 
the bacteria which the water contains 
and so decomposed or fermented that 
the nbers can be easily parted. The wa 
ters of certain streams have thus be- 
come famous for their effect on Sax. as. 
for instance, tbe water of the river Lys. 
ir> TMsium, which has evidently be- 
come planted with the particular bacte- 
ria most suitable for this particular 
operation. 
It has been suggested that even the 


chances in the tobacco leaf which give 
a good cigar Its distinguishing aroma 
jire due to a si>ecial kind of bacteria 
which may be colonized and afterward 
"needed" in other varieties of tobacco. 
This is but one of the problems of in- 
dustrial biology which still await a so- 
Intion and which if rightly solved 
would vitally affect many of the great 
commercial interests of the country.
